Transit To 
Raise Rates 


AC Transit will raise bus fares 
for children and transbay com- 
muters next Jan. 1 to meet 
mounting operational costs. 

The board of directors, faced 
with a deficit of approximately 
$750,000 for the current fiscal 
year, ‘‘reluctantly’’ voted unani- 
mously for the fare hike at a 
meeting late yesterday. 

The transbay fare hike is the 
first increase in commute fares 
Since 1955. 

Transbay commute fares will 
be increased two cents a ride. 

Children’s fares will be 
creased from 10 to 15 cents. 

Additional revenue from the 
increase was estimated by John 
F. Larson, treasurer-controller of 
jthe district, at about $600,000 a 
year on the basis of current 
patronage. 

The district's 20-ride commute 
books between San Francisco and 
the cities of Oakland, Alameda, 
Berkeley, Albany, Emeryville and 
Piedmont will be increased from 
$8.60 to $9. The 20-ride book be- 
tween San Francisco and El Cer- 
rito, Richmond, San Pablo and 
San Leandro will go up from 
$10.10 to $10.50, and between San 
Francisco and Castro Valley, San 
{Lorenzo and Hayward, $11.60 to

Cause Accidents 
Says CSAA 


With East Bay communities re- 
curning to standard time the Cali- 
fornia State Automobile Associa- 
tion today urged motorists to 
drive carefully since darkness 
whl arrive earlier with the turn- 
ing back of the clocks. 

The CSAA emphasized that 
three out of five traffic fatalities 
secur at night, although only 30 
per cent of driving is done dur- 
ing darkness. With the return of 
standard time, darkness will ar- 
rive during the late afternoon, 
when both pedestrians and motor- 
ists are returning home from 
work. 

To reduce accidents, the CSAA 
offered the following safe driving 
tips for darkness hours: 

Cut dewn driving speeds at 
night. It is easy to out-drive 
your headlights. 

Be especially watchful for pe- 
destrians. A pedestrian wearing 
dark clothing is difficult to see 
under artificial light. 

Keep headlights and windshield 
clean to provide maximum visi- 
bility. 

Check tail lights, turn signals, 
and high and low headlight 
beams to be sure they are work- 
ing properly. 

Make allowance for your age. 
Recovery from glare is slower 
when you are more than 30 years 
of age.
